1 . INTRODUCTION 



The Federal Minister of Defence of the Federal Republic of 
Germany and the Secretary of Defense of the United States of 
America, as represented by the Department of the Army, hereafter 
referred to as the "Participants", entered into a Memorandum of 
Understanding on 16 September 1994 for Cooperative Research in 
the Field of Helicopter Aeromechanics (the MOU) . 

2 . AMENDMENT AND EXTENSION 

2.1 In accordance with Article XIII (WITHDRAWAL), of the MOU, 
the Participants hereby mutually agree to the following: 

2.1.1 Change Article II (OBJECTIVE AND SCOPE OF WORK) 
paragraph 3 from "US Army Aviation and Troop Command (ATCOM) " to 
"U.S. Army Aviation and Missile Command."
